Because  of  Coach  Parson’s  hard  work  and  expert  guidance  the  1945  Blue 
Devil  team  registered  another  successful  season  for  Hopewell  High  School.  The 
team  won  four  games,  lost  four,  and  tied  one. 

The  call  for  candidates  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  resulted  in  55  boys 
coming  out,  of  which  only  5  were  lettermen  from  last  year.  Of  these  five  Stanley 
Dereski,  last  year’s  tackle,  was  placed  in  the  backfield  with  Atwater  and  I  rice, 

while  Robert  Layne  and  Goodwin  were  the  two  veterans  in  the  line.

The  squad  as  a  whole  was  quite  green.  The  first  string  was  even  composed 
of  a  few  first  year  men,  but  through  hard  practice  and  elimination  a  team  was 
finally  made  up,  backed  by  a  group  of  eager  substitutes  ready  to  fill  in  at  any  time. 
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HOPEW  ELL  51— EMPORIA  0 

The  first  game  of  the  season  resulted  in  a  smashing  victory  for  the  Blue  Devils  over  a 
green  Emporia  eleven  on  our  field.  The  Emporia  boys  fought  hard  throughout  the  entire 
game,  but  due  to  the  absence  of  several  of  their  lettermen  and  weak  reserves  they  were  no 
match  for  the  charging,  hard  fighting  Hopewell  team.  The  game  was  full  of  spectacular  long 
runs  as  our  team  tallied  8  touchdowns.  These  were  rather  equally  divided  in  the  backfield 
with  Dereski  bringing  in  three,  Price  two,  Nelms  two,  and  Goodwin  one.  Practically  the 
entire  squad  saw  action  in  this  game. 


HOPEWELL  6 — ST.  CHRISTOPHER  0 

Facing  a  highly  favored  St.  Christopher  team  which  had  not  been  defeated  in  nineteen 
straight  games,  the  Blue  Devils  were  able  to  come  out  on  the  long  end  of  a  6-0  score.  Both 
teams  played  hard,  fast  football  with  each  team  battering  at  the  other’s  goal  with  long  drives 
that  would  end  feet,  and  even  inches  from  the  opponents’  end  zone.  The  entire  Hopewell 
backfield  played  beads-up  football;  but  it  was  Price’s  thrilling  65-yard  touchdown  run  after 
receiving  a  Saint  punt  that  gave  us  the  game.  Robert  Layne  and  Alvin  O’Berry  gave  the 
Saint  line  plenty  of  trouble,  and  Stanley  Dereski  forced  many  a  scare  with  his  power  house 
charging. 


HOPEWELL  O-^PORTSMOUTH  25 

Against  their  strongest  opponent  of  the  season  the  Blue  Devils  made  their  most  stubborn 
and  commendable  stand  of  the  year  when  they  went  down  to  defeat  before  the  Presidents  of 
Woodrow  Wilson  High  School  at  Portsmouth  by  the  score  of  25-0.  Playing  at  night  and 
under  lights,  the  small  but  ever  fighting  Blue  Devils  held  Portsmouth’s  power  laden  machine 
to  but  a  single  touchdown  in  the  first  half;  however,  during  the  second  half,  with  Dereski,  a 
bulwark  on  defense  throughout  the  first  half,  on  the  bench  and  with  the  strong  reserves 
available  to  Portsmouth,  three  additional  touchdowns  were  chalked  up  by  the  Presidents. 


HOPEWELL  0— PETERSBURG  13 

In  the  most  important  game  of  the  season  the  Blue  Devils  lost  a  heartbreaker  to  Peters¬ 
burg  by  the  score  of  13-0.  Although  having  six  first  downs  to  Petersburg’s  three,  and  leading 
in  yards  gained,  the  Hopewell  team  was  not  able  to  score  in  her  hardest  fought  game.  After 
receiving  the  kick  off,  Hopewell  surprised  the  visiting  Petersburg  fans,  who  expected  some¬ 
thing  of  an  easy  victory  with  her  power,  by  driving  to  the  Petersburg  25  yard  line,  though 
losing  the  ball  there  on  downs.  It  was  not  until  the  last  few  minutes  of  the  second  quarter 
that  Petersburg  threw  a  touchdown  pass  from  Hopewell's  26  yard  line  and  made  her  first 
touchdown. 

1  he  next  score  came  in  the  third  quarter  when  Webb  went  over  from  the  Hopewell  five 
yard  line  on  a  fake  pass  play.  1  he  game  ended  with  Hopewell  making  a  desperate  effort 
deep  in  Petersburg’s  territory.  Dereski,  Price,  Atwater,  and  Nelms  did  fine  work  in  the 
backfield,  while  Layne,  and  Parson  stood  out  in  the  line. 


HOPEWELL  26 — B EN E I ) I CT I N E  6 

Benefiting  from  a  week’s  rest  the  Blue  Devils  were  in  good  shape  and  handed  the 
Benedictine  Cadets  a  26-6  defeat.  Although  the  first  quarter  was  scoreless,  long  runs  by  Price 
and  Dereski  planted  the  ball  on  Benedictine’s  43  yard  line.  A  beautiful  pass  from  Price  to 
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Nelms,  good  for  33  yards  and  a  touchdown,  gave  the  Devils  a  6-0  lead.  Quick  to  follow-  was 
another  long  38  yard  run  by  Nelms  which  chalked  up  the  second  score.  Dereski  exhibited 
some  fine  running  when  in  the  third  and  fourth  quarter  each  he  tallied  two  more  touchdowns 
and  placed  us  far  out  in  front. 


HOPEWELL  20— JOHN  MARSHALL  6 

Hopewell  handed  John  Marshall  a  20-6  beating  at  the  City  Stadium.  In  the  first  few 
minutes  of  this  game  Dereski  smashed  through  tackle  from  the  4  yard  line  to  register  the 
first  score  and  Atwater,  star  converter,  made  the  extra  point.  Although  John  Marshall 
threatened  to  tie  the  score  in  the  second  quarter  when  she  made  her  only  touchdown,  the 
Blue  Devils  counted  two  more  in  the  fourth  quarter  and  came  out  the  winner. 


HOPEWELL  6 — MAURY  19 

With  three  tough  opponents,  Maury,  Newport  News,  and  Thomas  Jefferson,  still  left  in 
the  season,  the  Blue  Devils  could  look  for  no  rest.  In  Norfolk  the  Devils  were  set  hack  by 
a  score  of  19-6,  by  the  Maury  Commodores.  The  fast  Maury  team  had  a  19-0  lead  at  the 
end  of  the  first  half  practically  before  Hopewell  could  find  her  bearings.  A  different 
Hopewell  team  walked  on  the  field  in  the  second  half  and  did  not  stop  until  she  made  a 
touchdown.  Although  Maury  was  stopped,  it  was  too  late,  and  the  game  ended  a  victory  for 
Maury. 


HOPEWELL  7— NEWPORT  NEWS  7 

Once  again  the  underdogs,  the  Hopewell  High  eleven  faced  the  almost  unbeaten  boys 
from  Newport  News.  Surprising  many,  the  Blue  Devils  took  the  offensive  and  kept  it,  scoring 
a  touchdown  in  the  first  half.  Holding  the  Typhoons  scoreless  until  the  last  quarter,  the 
team  finally  forced  through  a  touchdown  and  converted,  thus  tying  the  score  at  seven  all. 


HOPEWELL  0— THOMAS  JEFFERSON  6 

The  last  game  of  the  season,  the  Turkey  Day  game  with  Thomas  Jefferson,  proved  to 
be  one  of  the  toughest  played  by  the  Blue  Devils.  On  rain  soaked  Shawen  field  the  heavy 
Presidents  and  the  scrappy  Hopewell  team  fought,  and  not  until  the  fourth  quarter  would 
the  Blue  Devils  concede  the  Teejays  a  touchdown.  The  Presidents  drove  the  Hopewell  team 
up  and  down  the  field  but  when  they  approached  the  end  zone  they  could  not  penetrate  the 
Devils’  tough  defense. 

In  the  second  quarter  Price  recovered  a  Teejay  fumble  on  Hopewell’s  four  yard  line. 
After  going  back  into  the  end  zone,  on  what  looked  like  a  punt,  Price  ran  around  left  end, 
cut  to  the  right  and  raced  to  the  Teejay  38  line  on  a  beautiful  run.  Price  was  hurt  on  this 
spectacular  play  and  was  taken  out  for  the  remainder  of  the  game.  Finally,  after  a  50  yard 
drive  Artis  Mills  of  the  Presidents  was  able  to  go  across  from  the  Devils’  one-half  yard 
line  on  a  quarterback  sneak. 

A  successful  season  had  now  ended  and  was  climaxed  by  three  dinners  for  the  team. 
The  Rotary  Club  gave  its  annual  dinner  at  the  Chesterfield  Hotel.  Ihe  business  men  of 
Hopewell  sponsored  a  dinner  at  the  Westwood  Supper  Club  in  Richmond.  Members  of  the 
team  brought  their  dates  and  heard  an  interesting  talk  by  Coach  Rube  McCray,  of  W  illiam 
and  Mary.  Later  at  a  dinner  in  honor  of  Hopewell’s  great  All  American,  A1  Nemetz,  letters 
were  awarded  to  the  team,  thus  ending  officially  Hopewell’s  1945  football  season.
